Qadly. The Commissioner ix authorized to grant 
Leave, not excecding one month in cach official year, to 
the European Oficers of all grades under hix control, 
and to make nrrangements for the conduct of the dut 
of the vacant ollice, and it will not he necessary to 
port ench case to Government.
